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Bomb Plant Wjll Produce 
-Made Stars 2 Miles Wide 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE 
(AJP. Science Editor) 
Augusta, Ga., Feb. 8 (An—-The 
new H-bomb plant in nearby 
South Carolina is likely to become 
known as the breeder of 
made stars. 
Any one of these stars will be 
about two miles in diameter, and 
as hot, or hotter thail the sun. It 
will last about ten seconds. 
In 
this period it will be as destructive 
as the sun itself, brought down to 
hang Just above a city. 
Two miles will be the size if an 
H-bomb is a thousand times more 
powerful than present A-bombs. 
Nothing has been mentioned offi­ 
cially about this great H-ball of 
fire- But the facts which indicate 
thg size were published In "The 
Effects of Atomic Weapons," is­ 
sued by the U. S. Department of 
Defense and the U. S. Atomic 
Energy Commission last August. 
In that book the secrets of the 
A-bomb fireball are told for the 
first time. The hydrogen ball of 
fire will follow the same physical 
laws, and the dimensions given for 
A-bombs make it easy to figure 
the big ball. 
These nuclear fire balls are real­ 
ly round eggs, with a center cor­ 
responding to a small yolk, sur­ 
rounded by a white which is much 
larger. 
In the A-bomb this hot 
yolk gets to be about 90 feet In 
diameter. The yolk is the expand­ 
ing heat of the bomb, and its top 
.temperature is momentarily more

H-Bomb Plant Will Produce 
Man-Made Stars 2 Miles Wide 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE 
(AJP. Science Editor) 
Augusta, Ga., Feb. 8 UP—The 
new H-bomb plant 
in nearby 
South Carolina is likely to become 
known as the breeder of man­ 
made stars. 
Any one of these stars will be 
about two miles in diameter, and 
as hot, or hotter thai! the sun. It 
will last about ten seconds. 
In 
this period it will be as destructive 
as the sun itself, brought down to 
hang just above a city. 
Two miles will be the size if an 
H-bomb is a thousand times more 
powerful than present A-bombs. 
Nothing has been mentioned offi­ 
cially about this great H-ball of 
fire. But the facts which indicate 
the size were published in “The 
Effects of Atomic Weapons,” is­ 
sued by the U. S. Department of 
Defense and the U. S. Atomic 
Energy Commission last August. 
In that book the secrets of the 
A-bomb fireball are told for the 
first time. 
The hydrogen ball of 
fire will follow the same physical 
laws, and the dimensions given for 
A-bombs make it easy to figure 
the big ball. 
These nuclear fire balls are real­ 
ly round eggs, with a center cor­ 
responding to a small yolk, sur­ 
rounded by a white which is much 
larger. 
In the A-bomb this hot 
yolk gets to be about 90 feet in 
diameter. The yolk is the expand­ 
ing heat of the bomb, and its top 
temperature is m om entary more 
SA 


than half a million degrees Fahr­ 
enheit.* 
At 90 feet diameter the heat 
ceases to expand as fast as the 
blast or concussion of the explo­ 
sion. At that point the blast runs 
ahead and actually sets the air on 
fire. 
This blast fire forms the 
“white” or outer part of the fire­ 
ball. The spread around the yolk 
swells until the fireball has a di­ 
ameter of about 900 feet maxi­ 
mum. 
If this blazing ball stood 
like a balloon at New York city 
street level, its upper edge would 
tower two-thirds the height of the 
Empire State Building, the world’s 
tallest skyscraper. 
The A-bomb fireball lasts nearly 
ten seconds, with a surface tem­ 
perature part of the time at ten 
to 12 thousand degrees Fahren­ 
heit. This is as hot as the sun's 
surface. 
The H-bomb fireball will be that 
of the A-bomb which is the trig­ 
ger, plus additions from the hy­ 
drogen part of the explosion. The 
heat, at 1,000 times more power­ 
ful, will extend 30 times farther 
and the blast ten times farther. 
That is. you can multiply the yolk 
of the A-bomb by 30 and the white 
B 
t by ten. This gives 10,800 
t diameter. 
That will be for a burst in the 
air. If mn H-bomb explodes on the 
surface of the earth or water, the 
ball will be smaller. 
But still a 
man-made star. 
There are esti­ 
mates showing that the hydrogen 
star may not be much hotter than

H-Bomb Plant Will Produce 
Man-Made Stars 2 Miles Wide 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE 
(A.P. Science Editor) 
Augusta, Ga., Feb. 8 UP)—The 
new H-bomb plant in nearby 
South Carolina is likely to become 
known as the breeder of man- 
made stars. 
Any one of these stars will be 
about two miles in diameter, and 
as hot, or hotter thari the sun. It 
will last about ten seconds. 
In 
this period it will be as destructive 
as the sun itself, brought down to 
hang just above a city. 
Two miles will be the size if an 
H-bomb is a thousand times more 
powerful than present A-bombs. 
Nothing has been mentioned offi­ 
cially about this great H-ball of 
fire. But the facts which indicate 
the size were published in “The 
Effects of Atomic Weapons,” is­ 
sued by the U. S. Department of 
Defense and the U. S. Atomic 
Energy Commission last August. 
In that book the secrets of the 
A-bomb fireball are told for the 
first time. The hydrogen ball o! 
fire will follow the same physical 
laws, and the dimensions given for 
A-bombs make it easy to figure 
the big ball. 
These nuclear fire balls are real 
ly round eggs, with a center cor 
responding to a small yolk, sur 
rounded by a white which is much 
larger. 
In the A-bomb this hot 
yolk gets to be about 90 feet in 
diameter. The yolk is the expand 
ing heat of the bomb, and its top 
temperature is momentarily more 
■ v 


ban half a million degrees Fahr­ 
enheit. • 
At 90 feet diameter the heat 
ceases to expand as fast as the 
)last or concussion of the explo­ 
sion. At that point the blast runs 
ahead and actually sets the air on 
Ire. This blast fire forms the 
“white” or outer part of the fire­ 
ball. The spread around the yolk 
swells until the fireball has a di­ 
ameter of about 900 feet maxi­ 
mum. 
If this blazing ball stood 
ike a balloon at New York city 
street level, its upper edge would 
i;ower two-thirds the height of the 
Empire State Building, the world’s 
tallest skyscraper. 
The A-bomb fireball lasts nearly 
ten seconds, with a surface tern 
perature part of the time at ten 
to 12 thousand degrees Fahren­ 
heit. This is as hot as the sun’s 
surface 
The H-bomb fireball will be that 
of the A-bomb which is the trig 
ger, plus additions from the hy 
drogen part of the explosion. The 
heat, at 1,000 times more power­ 
ful, will extend 30 times farther 
and the blast ten times farther. 
That is. you can multiply the yolk 
of the A-bomb by 30 and the white 
part by ten. This gives 10,800 
feet diameter. 
That will be for a burst in the 
air. If an H-bomb explodes on the 
surface of the earth or water, the 
ball will be smaller. But still a 
man-made star. There are esti 
mates showing that the hydrogen 
star may not be much hotter than

Albany, N. Y., Feb. 8 UP)—A 
sharp increase in state aid for 
education of handicapped children 
was recommended today by the 
joint legislative committee study­ 
ing the problem of cerebral palsy. 
Assemblyman William J. But­ 
ler, committee chairman, intro­ 
duced a bill to provide state aid 
ranging up to $700 for each pupil 
afflicted with cerebral palsy, and 
up to $100 for children physically 
handicapped in other ways.

The state now gives a flat $800 
in additional aid for each class 
of 100 or more handicapped chil­ 
dren.

Social Security 
Law Prov isions 


George J . J ohnson, manager of 
the Kingston Social Security Of­ 
fice, submits the following in a 
aeries of articles on the new So­ 
cial Security Law: 
In discussions of old-age and 
surv iv ors insurance under federal 
social security , y ou hear a lot 
about “ currently ” and “ fully ” in­ 
sured. These are the two way s in 
which a worker may be insured. 
Since they are not the same, and 
since different kinds of social se­ 
curity pay ments are called for 
by each, I’m going to dev ote this 
article to them. 
Currently Insured—A worker 
who is only currently insured 
does not y et hav e old-age insur­ 
ance rights. In case of his death, 
howev er, his children under 18 
may become entitled to monthly 
insurance pay ments. These will 
continue until they reach age 18. 
If the children are being cared 
for by his widow (or div orced 
wife with a child in her care) 
and she was being supported by 
the worker, she too gets benefit 
pay ments during the minority of 
the child. In case of more than 
one child her benefit pay ments 
continue until the y oungest child 
is 18. 
Employ ment Required—Rough­ 
ly , one and a half y ears of work 
cov ered by social security during 
the last three y ears. 
Under the amended law, bene­ 
fits are pay able to a dependent 
husband of a woman Worker who 
died after August 31, 19 50, if she 
was both currently and fully in­ 
sured. 
A worker who is fully insured 
when, he becomes 65 has old-age 
insurance rights. If a worker is 
fully insured at the time of his 
death, his widow and children 
may get iponthly insurance, as in 
the case of a currently insured 
person. 
In case the'worker is 
fully insured, howev er, the wid­ 
ow’s monthly insurance pay ments 
will not end permanently when 
the y oungest .child reaches 18. At 
age 65, such a widow, who has 
not remarried, may file an appli­ 
cation for widow’s benefits and 
her pay ments will be resumed. If 
the deceased worker left no wid­ 
ow or minor children, and if he 
is surv iv ed by parents who were 
dependent upon him, the parents 
may qualify for benefits if they 
hav e reached age 65. In such 
cases, the parents must file proof 
of dependency within two y ears 
after the insured worker’s death. 
Employ ment Required — Must 
hav e worked at least a y ear and 
a half, or half the time since he 
became 21, or half the time since 
19 50. Any one who has worked in 
a job cov ered by social security 
for ten y ears is fully insured for 
the rest of his life. 
Children who were not liv ing 
with their father at the time of 
their mother’s death may hav e 
monthly insurance benefits based 
on their mother's social security 
account. If the children were liv ­ 
ing with their father at the time 
of their mother’s death, they may 
hav e monthly pay ments based on 
her social security account, but 
only if she were both currently 
and fully insured under the so­ 
cial security law. A dependent 
widower, also, is not entitled to 
benefits uhless the deceased wom­ 
an worker was both currently 
and fully insured.

Since they are not the same, and 
since different kinds of social se­ 
curity payments are called to t 
by each, I'm going to devote this 
article to them. 
Currently Insured—A worker 
who is only currently insured 
does not yet have old-age insur­ 
ance rights. In case of his death, 
however, his children under 18 
may become entitled to monthly 
insurance payments. These will 
continue until they reach age 18. 
If the children are being cared 
for by his widow (or divorced 
wife with a child in her care) 
and she was being supported by 
the worker, she too gets benefit 
payments during the minority of 
the child. In case of more than 
one child her benefit payments 
continue until the youngest child 
is 18. 
Employment Required—Rough­ 
ly, one and a half years of work 
covered by social security during 
the last three years. 
Under the amended law, bene­ 
fits are payable to a dependent 
husband of a woman Worker who 
died after August 31, 1950, if she 
was both currently and fully in­ 
sured. 
A worker who is fully insured 
when he becomes 65 has old-age 
insurance rights. If a worker is 
fully insured at the time of his 
death, his widow and children 
may get monthly insurance, as in 
the case of a currently insured 
person. 
In case the worker is 
fully insured, however, the wid­ 
ow’s monthly insurance payments 
will not end permanently when 
the youngest child reaches 18. At 
age 65, such a widow, who has 
not remarried, may file an appli­ 
cation for widow’s benefits and 
her payments will be resumed. If 
the deceased worker left no wid­ 
ow or minor children, and if he 
is survived by parents who were 
dependent upon him, the parents 
may qualify for benefits if they 
have reached age 65. In such 
cases, the parents must file proof 
of dependency within two years 
after the insured worker’s death. 
Employment Required — Must 
have worked at least a year and 
a half, or half the time since he 
became 21, or half the time since 
1950. Anyone who has worked in 
a job covered by social security 
for ten years is fully insured for 
the rest of his life. 
Children who were not living 
with their father at the time of 
their mother's death may have 
monthly insurance benefits based 
on their mother's social security 
account. If the children were liv­ 
ing with their father at the time 
of their mother’s death, they may 
have monthly payments based on 
her social security account, but 
only if she were both currently 
and fully insured under the so­ 
cial security law.

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HEART AILMENTS 
February is the month devoted to the 
annual fund-raising campaign of the Ameri­ 
can Heart Association. 
No one needs to be reminded ttiat heart 
diseases are the leading cause 
Of death in 
the United States. They account for upwards 
of forty per cent of ail deaths, outstripping 
the dreaded cancer by three to one. 
This yeaiv however, it may be more fitting 
to focus on just one phase of this grave 
medical problem: its ravages among actual 
or prospective members of our armed forces. 
During World War n, 317,500 men were 
rejected for military service because of heart 
ailments. This amounted to three and one- 
half per cent of all selective service regis­ 
trants examined. 
In addition, some 80,000 men either were 
given disability discharges from service or 
died in service as result of heart diseases in 
the war years. 
These nearly 400,000 men would have been 
enough to man twenty-seven infantry divi­ 
sions at their World War n streifgth. That’s 
equivalent to about a fifth of all the men we 
put into the Pacific theatre. 
The government figures that it cost $16,- 
000 per cs$e—or $640,000,000 in all to han­ 
dle the servicemen inactivated by heart 
disease during the war. The Navy estimates 
that it lost $4,000,000 man-days because of 
rheumatic fever and related rheumatic 
fever and related rheumatic heart disease. 
The shocking fact in all these statistics Is 
that we are here talkihg about young men, 
not oldsters who might be expected to exhibit 
signs of declining health. 
The military's experience in World War II 
may well be repeated in the current crisis. 
It's too early yet for any general figures. 
But the Pittsburgh Press, analyzing draft re­ 
jections in that area, reports that one out of 
every eight men turned down has an organic 
heart disturbance. 
When we are trying to find Sufficient able- 
bodied young men to man our expanding 
military establishment, we feel keenly the 
effect of such deep ravages in the nation's 
health. High rejection rates plague our top 
soldiers, and are a compelling factor in de­ 
mands for broader draft laws which will 
assure us a really safe manpower backlog. 
But the dilemma in this field is only a 
small part of the heart disease puzzle. In 
1848, last year for which complete, accurate 
figures are available, almost 638,000 people 
died of this ailment in America. No medical 
man pretends the situation is improving. 
Give as generously as you can to, the heart 
campaign, in the sure knowledge that you 
are attacking man's worst killer.

Omitted from the original list, and well-deserv­ 
ing of the highest gratitude of the American peo­ 
ple, because he sacrificed not only a career but his 
life in this fight, is Dr. William A. Wirt, educator 
of Gary, Indiana, who told the story of the infiltra­ 
tion of Communists into government as early as 
1934, when the Harold Ware Cell was first organ­ 
ized. 
He was ridiculed and pilloried. 
Similarly, John J. O’Connor, representative in 
Congress, friend of Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
brother of his law partner, Basil O Connor, was 
purged and his political career wrecked because he 
told the truth. To his name should be added that 
of John McNaboe. New York state legislator, and 
of Judge Clare Gerald Fenerty, both of whom joined 
the fight so early that their names somehow pasted 
me by. 
No one could write a complete list, no matter 
how much he tried or whatever definitions he set 
up.

THE FIGHT AGAINST TUBERCULOSIS 
Less than 50 years ago, physicians and the pub­ 
lic generally looked upon tuberculosis of the lungs 
as inevitably fatal within months or at most a few 
years. Today, it is known that tuberculosis need 
not be always fatal, thanks to the great work of 
the National Tuberculosis Association which, by re­ 
search, placing patients in special hospitals with 
fresh air and good food and, latterly by surgical 
methods ip which whole lobes of the affected lung 
or lungs are removed, has enabled many formerly 
doomed individuals to return to home and work. 
The tremendous cost of tuberculosis in terms 
of lives, suffering and‘dollars is emphasized in the 
1949-50 annual report of the National Tuberculosa 
Association, released by Dr. James E. Perkins, man­ 
aging director. "Killing more than 40,000 persons • 
year, tuberculosis is responsible for more deaths 
than all other infectious diseases combined and 
leads all diseases, infectious or not, in the age group 
from 15 to 34,” his report states. 
Despite the apparently discouraging figures. Dr. 
Perkins tells us that tuberculosis, a communicable 
disease, is also a preventable disease and can be 
brought under complete control if the present cam­ 
paign of the medical profession, the voluntary tu

Labor leaders have good reason 
to fear General Clay and any 
manpower commission which he 
organized. They recall that during 
i;he recent war and before he went 
0 Germany as military governor, 
Clay demanded of F.D.R. that 
there be compulsory allocation of 
labor under a labor draft. 
That was. one reason why the 
1 lve leaders .went to see Mobiliza­ 
tion Czar 
Charlie 
Wilson 
last 
week to try to keep civilian man­ 
power under the Labor Depart­ 
ment. They got nowhere. Wilson’s 
attitude during the bitter meeting 
was “ I’m running things—we’ll do 
t my way,” though he didn’t put 
t quite so bluntly. 

On the way 
ix> the meeting the labor group 
lad read a news story telling of 
Wilson’s and General Clay’s plan 
to set up their own manpower 
commission under Civil Service 
Commissioner Arthur Flemming— 
with Clay, however, as the real 
host Wilson did not deny the 
stonr.

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HEART AILMENTS 
February is the month devoted to the 
annual fund-raising campaign of the Ameri­ 
can Heart Association. 
No one needs to be reminded that heart 
diseases are the leading cause of death in 
the United States. They account for upwards 
of forty per cent of all deaths, outstripping 
the dreaded cancer by three to one. 
This year,, however, it may be more fitting 
to focus on just one phase of this grave 
medical problem: its ravages among actual 
or prospective members of our armed forces. 
During World War II, 317,500 men were 
rejected for military service because of heart 
ailments. This amounted to three and one- 
half per cent of all selective service regis­ 
trants examined. 
In addition, some 80,000 men either were 
given disability discharges from service or 
died in service as result of heart diseases in 
the war years. 
These nearly 400,000 men would have been 
enough to man twenty-seven infantry divi­ 
sions at their World War II strerfgth. That’s 
equivalent to about a fifth of all the men we 
put into the Pacific theatre. 
The government figures that it cost $16,- 
000 per case—or $640,000,000 in all to han­ 
dle the servicemen inactivated by heart 
disease during the war. The Navy estimates 
that it lost $4,000,000 man-days because of 
rheumatic fever and related rheumatic 
fever and related rheumatic heart disease. 
The shocking fact in all these statistics is 
that we are here talking about young men, 
not oldsters who might be expected to exhibit 
signs of declining health. 
The military’s experience in World War II 
may well be repeated in the current crisis. 
It’s too early yet for any general figures. 
But the Pittsburgh Press, analyzing draft re­ 
jections in that area, reports that one out of 
every eight men turned down has an organic 
heart disturbance. 
When we are trying to find Sufficient able­ 
bodied young men to man our expanding 
military establishment, we feel keenly the 
effect of such deep ravages in the nation’s 
health. High rejection rates plague our top 
soldiers, and are a compelling factor in de­ 
mands for broader draft laws which will 
assure us a really safe manpower backlog. 
But the dilemma in this field is only a 
small part of the heart disease puzzle. In 
1948, last year for which complete, accurate 
figures are available, almost 638,000 people 
died of this ailment in America. No medical 
man pretends the situation is improving. 
Give as generously as you can to the heart 
campaign, in the sure knowledge that you 
are attacking man’s worst killer.

MORK ON RED-BAITERS 
In a moment of wild adventure, I wrote a piece 
listing the most active names in anti-communism 
in this country before 1940. I did not pretend that 
Dr. J. B. M atthews, Ben Stolberg or I could re­ 
member all the names, but we were hopeful that 
we would surely remember those among our per­ 
sonal friends who were active in Rod-baiting, which 
was then denounced and is now a vogue. 
That I forgot Fulton Oursler 
is astonishing. 
When other editors of magazines were playing 
about as great liberals, associating themselves with 
Communists and giving pro-Russians and fellow 
travelers preferred space, Oursler kept the pages of 
"Liberty*’ open to the truth. 
Perhaps I forgot him 
out of a subconscious modesty, unusual among 
writers, for I should have to say that when these 
so-called liberal editors closed their publications to 
me, Oursler purchased articles from me. 
My face 
was red, indeed, when I looked s t the list and found 
his name not on it. It so often happens to a w riter 
that when he reads w hat he has w ritten, it only 
then occurs to him how it should have been w ritten. 
Then there is Patrick ScaniaV of the Brooklyn 
T a b le t," who waged and continues to wage a fiery 
war against the "Red" brethren. 
The omission of 
Scanlan is difficult to explain, as are such names as 
Ayn Rand and Rose Wilder Lane, novelists, who 
dared to portray the tru th when not to fall in line 
with Stalin's stooges m eant unfavorable book re­ 
views and possibly evqjn rejection by publishers. 
In the Hollywood group should De Jack Moffitt, 
who did so much to bring on the investigation of 
the infiltration in Hollywood and has since been 
blacklisted. 
Most surprising to me is that, while I have re­ 
ceived an enormous mail on this particular article, 
few additional names have been suggested for can­ 
didates for the Hall of Fam e of Red Baiters prior 
to 1940 
The largest mail demanded to know why 
I omitted Father Charles Cbughlin, Monsignor Ful­ 
ton Sheen, and F ather Edward Lodge Curran. 
Although in my original list. I did mention two 
Catholic priests, it occujTed to me that all Catholic 
p rie rs are anti-communist by their creed. 
How­ 
ever, these fhree certainly should have been given 
special mention as they devoted themselves extra­ 
ordinarily to this cause. 
Omitted from the original list, and well-deserv­ 
ing of the highest gratitude of the American peo­ 
ple, because he sacrificed not only a career but his 
life in this fight, is Dr. William A. W irt, educator 
of Gary, Indiana, who told the story of the infiltra­ 
tion of Communists into government as early as 
1934, when the Harold Ware Cell was first organ­ 
ized. 
He was ridiculed and pilloried. 
Similarly. John J. O’Connor, representative In 
Congress, friend of Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
brother of his law partner, Basil O’Connor, was 
purged and his political career wrecked because he 
told the truth. To his name should be added that 
of John McNaboe, New York state legislator, and 
of Judge Clare Gerald Fenerty, both of whom joined 
the fight so early that their names somehow passed 
me by. 
No one could w rite a complete list. no m atter 
how much he tried or whatever definitions he set 
up. However, as I read my mail, I was astonished 
at the repetition of the names I am noting, and 
how few others were offered. 
Also, I m ust note that John Maass, advertising 
designer of Los Angeles, comments concerning my 
list that I have selected persons with criminal 
records. 
He says: 
"Most others in the list are 
fools or knaves, a few honest people are also In­ 
cluded." He adds. 
"Here is a piquant sidelight; 
I believe you are 
a Jew or at least cf Jewish descent. 
Your list in­ 
cludes a number of professional antisemites who 
advocate the extermination of all Jews. 
If they 
were In power, you would be dispatched to the 
nearest gas chamber. 
Not even your record^as sn 
‘anti-Communist since 191T would help you. * 
His letter ii indeed a sad commentary on the 
continuance of a vile propaganda against many who 
love America and despise Stalin. Besides, the m at­ 
ter under discussion is Red-baiting before 1940 to 
show that some Americans recognized and under­ 
stood a m alignant disease.

THE FIGHT AGAINST TUBERCULOSIS 
Less than 50 years ago, physicians and the pub­ 
lic generally looked upon tuberculosis of the lungs 
as inevitably fatal within months or a t most a few 
years. Today, it is known that tuberculosis need 
not be always fatal, thanks to the great work of 
the National Tuberculosis Association which, by re­ 
search, placing patients in special hospitals with 
fresh air and good food and, latterly by surgical 
methods in which whole lobes of the affected lung 
or lungs are removed, has enabled many formerly 
doomed individuals to return to home and work. 
The tremendous cost of tuberculosis in term s 
of lives, suffering and dollars is emphasized in the 
1949-50 annual report of the National Tuberculosis 
Association, released by Dr. Jam es E. Perkins, man­ 
aging director. "Killing more than 40,000 persons a 
year, tuberculosis is responsible for more deaths 
than* all other infectious diseases combined and 
leads all diseases, infectious or not, in the age group 
from 15 to 34," his report states. 
Despite the apparently discouraging figures, Dr. 
Perkins tells us th at tuberculosis, a communicable 
disease, is also a preventable disease and can be 
brought under complete control if the present cam- 
C 
ign of the medical profession, the voluntary tu- 
rcuiosis associations, and official health agencies 
is stepped up and relentlessly pursued. 
Some of the immediate and outstanding require­ 
ments to fight tuberculosis are: (a) further medical 
advances in research and education of the public, 
particularly parents; (b) more local health units 
to serve the general health needs of all the people; 
(c). more widespread efforts to find people with tu­ 
berculosis while the disease is in its early stages. 
While the day is* expected when tuberculosis 
will be conquered, eternal vigilance will always be 
necessary. Because it has been amply proven th at 
tuberculosis can be cured and preventive measures 
can successfully overcome the disease. Dr. Perkins 
believes that in the very near future all countries 
will enforce the preventive methods that will save 
the lives of thousands of the young and the middle­ 
aged—our most productive people.

W ashington-‘-F iv e of the na­ 
tion’s top labor spokesmen, led by 
Phil M urray of the C.I.O., had it 
hot and heavy with Defense Mobi­ 
lizer Charles E. Wilson last week 
over the government's manpower 
program. 
The ill feeling which flared be­ 
tween them looked like a curtain- 
raiser for more trouble on the la­ 
bor front, and raised one of the 
most difficult problems of any de­ 
fense or war program. 
Purpose of the labor leaders’ 
call on Wilson was to keep the 
nation’s civilian manpower pro­ 
gram under the Labor D epart­ 
ment. This has been the subject of 
a bitter backstage battle for*some 
time, with Wilson and Gen. Lucius 
Clay wanting to take manpower 
away from Secretary of Labor 
Tobin and Assistant Secretary of 
Defense 
Anna 
Rosenberg, 
and 
with the latter two threatening to 
resign if the 
labor 
problem 
is 
taken out of their hands. 
Labor leaders have good reason 
to fear General Clay and any 
manpower commission which he 
organized. They recall that during 
the recent w ar and before he went 
to Germany as m ilitary governor, 
Clay demanded 
of 
F.D.R. 
that 
there be compulsory allocation of 
labor under a labor draft. 
T hat was one reason why the 
five leaders jvent to see Mobiliza­ 
tion Czar 
Charlie 
Wilson 
last 
week to try to keep civilian m an­ 
power under the Labor D epart­ 
ment. They got nowhere. Wilson's 
attitude during the bitter meeting 
was "I’m running things - we’ll do 
It my way,” though he didn’t put 
it quite so bluntly. 
He didn’t have to. On the way 
to the meeting the labor group 
had read a news story telling of 
Wilson’s and General Clay’s plan 
to set up their own manpower 
commission under Civil Service 
Commissioner A rthur Flemming— 
with Clay, however, as the real 
boat Wilson did not deny the 
•toot. 
Nor did 
he seem 
con­ 
cerned when the labor leaders re­ 
minded him that he was setting 
up a board to control labor with­ 
out consulting labor.

In a moment of wild adventure, I wrote a piece 
listing the most active names in anti-communism 
in this country before 1940. I did not pretend that 
Dr. J. B. Matthews, Ben Stolberg or I could re­ 
member all the names, but we were hopeful that 
we would surely remember those among our per­ 
sonal friends who were active in Red-baiting, which 
was then denounced and is now a vogue. 
That I forgot Fulton Oursler 
is astonishing.

The shocking fact in all these statistics is 
that we arc here talking about young men, 
not oldsters who might be expected to exhibit 
signs of declining health. 
The military’s experience in World War II 
may well be repeated in the current crisis. 
It’s too early yet for any general figures. 
But the Pittsburgh Press, analyzing draft re­ 
jections in that area, reports that one out of 
every eight men turned down has an organic 
heart disturbance. 
When we are trying to find Sufficient able- 
bodied young men to man our expanding 
military establishment, we feel keenly the 
effect of such deep ravages in the nation’s 
health. High rejection rates plague our top 
soldiers, and are a compelling factor in de­ 
mands for broader draft laws which will 
assure us a really safe manpower backlog. 
But the dilemma in this field is only a 
small part of the heart disease puzzle. In 
1948, last year for which complete, accurate 
figures are available, almost 638,000 people 
died of this ailment in America. No medical 
man pretends the situation is improving. 
Give as generously as you can to the heart 
campaign, in the sure knowledge that you 
are attacking man’s worst killer.

Also, I must note that John Maass, advertising 
designer of Los Angeles, comments concerning my 
list that I have selected persons with criminal 
records. 
He says; 
“Most others in the list are 
fools or knaves, a few honest people are also In­ 
cluded.” He adds. 
“Here Is a piquant sidelight ; I believe you are 
a Jew or at least of Jewish descent. Your list in­ 
cludes a number of professional antisemites who 
advocate the extermination of all Jews. 
If they 
were In power, you would lie dispatched to the 
nearest gas chamber. Not even your record as an 
‘anti-Communlst since 1917’ would help you.” * 
His letter is indeed a sad commentary on the 
continuance of a vile propaganda against ‘many who 
love America and despise Stalin.

THE FIGHT AGAINST TUBERCULOSIS 
Less than 50 years ago, physicians and the pub­ 
lic generally looked upon tuberculosis of the lungs 
as inevitably fatal within months or at most a few 
years. Today, it is known that tuberculosis need 
not be always fatal, thanks to the great work of 
the National Tuberculosis Association which, by re­ 
search, placing patients in special hospitals with 
fresh air and good food and, latterly by surgical 
methods in which whole lobes of the affected lung 
or lungs are removed, has enabled many formerly 
doomed Individuals to return to home and work. 
The tremendous cost of tuberculosis in terms 
of lives, suffering and dollars is emphasized in the 
1949-50 annual report of the National Tuberculosa 
Association, released by Dr. James E. Perkins, man­ 
aging director. “Killing more than 40,000 persons a 
year, tuberculosis is responsible for more deaths 
than all other infectious diseases combined and 
eads all diseases, Infectious or not, in the age group 
from 15 to 34,” hla report states. 
Despite the apparently discouraging figures, Dr. 
'Perkins tells us that tuberculosis, a communicable 
disease, is also a preventable disease and can be 
brought under complete control if the present cam­ 
paign of the medical profession, the voluntary tu­ 
berculosis associations, and official health agencies 
is stepped up and relentlessly pursued. 
Some of the immediate and outstanding require­ 
ments to fight tuberculosis are: (a) further medical 
advances in research and education of the public, 
particularly parents; lb) more local health units 
to serve the general health needs of all the people; 
(c). more widespread efforts to find people with tu­ 
berculosis while the disease is in its early stages. 
While the day is* expected when tuberculosis 
will be conquered, eternal vigilance will always be 
necessary. Because it has been amply proven that 
tuberculosis can be cured and preventive measures 
can successfully overcome the disease, Dr. Perkins 
believes that in the very near future all countries 
will enforce the preventive methods that will save 
the lives of thousands of the young and the middle- 
aged—our most productive people.

Dental Health 
For Children 


(Second or permanent teeth are dis­ 
cussed In this fourth of a series of 
articles published by the Kingston 
Daily Freeman, in cooperation with 
the Ulster-Greene Dental Society , In 
observance of National Children*!

Jaws of children have been ac­ 
curately referred to as tooth- 
building machines. Not only do 
they contain the 20 primary or 
first teeth, but they also are man­ 
ufacturing 32 permanent teeth as 
well. 
The first permanent teeth ap­ 
pear when the child is about 6 
y ears old. These are called six th- 
y ear molars. They come in direct­ 
ly back of the last primary teeth 
in both upper and lower jaws, 
Other permanent teeth follow 
at fairly regular intervals. At 
aboul the age of 13, the child 
usually has all his permanent 
teeth, ex cept the third molars, 
the 
so-called 
“ wisdom” 
teeth, 
which normally come in sometime 
between the ages of IT and 21. 
The six th-y ear molars are im­ 
portant because they serve as a 
guide for the remaning pesmanent 
teeth, which take their positions 
in relation to them. They some­ 
times are referred to as “ the key ­ 
stone of the dental arch.” If the 
six th-y ear molars grow out of Une 
or are lost through neglect, the 
other teeth may shift out of nor­ 
mal position. 
* 
_ hese first permanent molars 
hold the upper and lower jaws the 
right distance apart and should 
je kept in a healthy condition 
throughout life. 
One of the best way s to pre­ 
serve them is to provide the ohild 
with early dental care. The family 
dentist should ex amine these im; 
port&nt teeth immediately after 
they appear in the mouth. 
It may be that they will not 
need any attention. On the other 
hand, they may be poorly formed 
and defective. If they are, the 
dentist can remove the flaws, in­ 
sert fillings, and prevent them 
from becoming badly decay ed. 
Dental 
neglect 
may 
reduce 
chewing efficiency , and the health 
may be impaired as a result. De­ 
cay ed, unsightly teeth and In­ 
flamed gums detract from the per­ 
sonal appearance. Decay of the 
teeth may result in the formation 
of abscesses. Dental infection may 
spread directly to the adjacent 
soft tissues, jawbones and max il­ 
lary sinuses, and it may damage 
other parts of the body . 
Dental decay may occur at any 
age. but the largest number of 
cavities 
appears 
between 
the 
ages of 5 and 8, and 12 and 18 
y ears. 
Teeth cannot repair themselves 
as can some other parts of the 
body . Repair of decay ed teeth can

A Calami of Contrary Opinion 
By HUMPHREY B. NEILL

The Ruminator is gong to have 
to tak e back his contrary opinion 
that something is going to be done 
about inflation—unless the "ex­ 
plosive impasse" in Washington 
is brok en. 
Although not one person in ten 
thousand pays much attention to 
menetary policies what happened 
recently should be understood by 
everybody. It is enough to burn 
this writer to a crisp. 
I’ll have to go back a little, in 
order to show what has tak en 
place. 
You may recall that there has 
been a long-drawn out fight be­ 
tween the Federal Reserve Bank ­ 
ing System (our top bank ing au­ 
thority) and the Treasury Depart­ 
ment of the United States Gov­ 
ernment. 
Because inflation arises from an 
over-supply of money, the Federal 
Reserve has wanted to restrict 
credit sharply. Credit and bank 
loans are the same as "money" 
insofar as money is consented. 
The Reserve officials have warned 
bank s to screen their loans more 
carefully, and have raised reserve 
requirements and rediscount rates. 
These bitter monetary "tools" are 
for the purpose of forcing bank s 
to cut down on loans. In addition, 
as you k now, the Federal Reserve 
has tightened installment credit 
and also has raised margin re­ 
quirements in Wall Street. 
All this is to the good, but there 
is a catch in it. 
When bank s are forced to re­ 
duce their loans to the Federal 
Reserve System—when their re­ 
serve requirements are increased 
—they have to sell some of the 
government bonds that they have 
been holding. 
So what happens? 
Inasmuch as the Federal Re­ 
serve is the BIG POOL that ab­ 
sorbs sales of government bonds, 
when ordinary demands are not 
sufficient, it means that the sell* 
ing bank s simply load up the Re­ 
serve bank s with bonds. 
It has been the wish of the Fe­ 


deral 
the ii 
Reserve authorities to see 
interest rates on government 
bonds rise a little, in order to 
create a greater demand for bonds 
from outside sources, such as in­ 
surance companies, institutions, 
and private investors. 
But here the impasse sets in, 
or the "dilemma" as some call 
it. 
The Treasury Department says 
"No, we insist that the interest 
rate of long-term bonds remains 
at not over two-and-a-half per 
cent." 
Thus, in practical terms, all the 
anti-inflation energy of the Fed­ 
eral Reserve System goes for 
nought. 
Board-Member 
Eccles 
goes farther than that. He says 
the present impasse between the 
Government and the Federal Re­ 
serve mak es our monetary policies 
"engines of inflation." 
It has -teemed until recently 
that the Federal Reserve would 
win out in their fight with the 
Government. 
The Federal Reserve System 
was set up by the Congress in 
1913 to be an independent mone­ 
tary authority, safe from interfer­ 
ence. Its responsibility is to cor­ 
rect abuses—such as those that 
cause inflation—without regard to 
the whims of the Treasury De­ 
partment. 
In the face of this, the Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury recently "or­ 
dered" the Federal Reserve to 
support

mark et and to see to it that in­ 
terest rates on the long-term 
bonds remained "pegged" at 2H 
per cent 
That was shock ing enough. 
But to top It off, the President 
of the United States called in the 
Bodrd Members of the Federal 
Reserve System and told them in 
uncertain terms that he was in 
full acoord with Secretary Sny­ 
der and the 2% per cent rate was 
to be held, period, paragraph. 
This is an arrant and scan­ 
dalous act under our system of 
free government. It is exactly the 
same as if the President were to 
call in the members of the Su­ 
preme Court ^and ta ll them what 
dedilons he Wished them to mak e 
in cases coming before them.

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Strike, Weather 
Boost Food Prices 


(By Tho Annodated Press) 
The railroad switchmen's strike 
•nd sub-freezing weather in the 
west and south helped push retail 
prices of many food items higher 
this week. 
Meats and fresh fruits and 
vegetables climbed the most, but 
poultry, eggs and butter also 
edged higher in many places. 
Although the rail strike was on 
the wane by mid-week, thousands 
of carloads of food shipments had 
been delayed and prices soared in 
cities as shortages developed. 
Increases of as much as 40 per 
cent were reported in some places 
on fresh fruits and vegetables nor­ 
mally hauled long distances by 
rail. In the east, this meant par­ 
ticularly carrots, lettuce and cab­ 
bage which are supplied chiefly 
from the southwest. In other 
places it meant oranges from 
Florida and California, winter 
vegetables from the south. 
Onion Prices Higher 
In addition, cold weather in 
several major growing areas sent 
onion prices higher and damaged 
citrus fruit, winter wheat, peach 
trees, cabbage, peas, tomatoes. 
Part of the price advances in 
meats also were blamed on storms 
in the last week or so which 
slowed or reduced livestock ship­ 
ments from farms. 
Some beef cuts were up two to 
six cents a pound in major store 
chains, while advance in pork and 
lamb items ranged as high as IO 
cents. Chickens were up slightly 
in scattered sections and some 
meat trade sources said higher 
prices were anticipated by this 
week-end. 
Eggs were unchanged to as 
much as six cents a dozen higher. 
However, a spokesman for the 
Poultry St Egg National Board re­ 
ported that egg prices in most 
sections were the lowest since the 
Korean war started. He attributed 
this to the seasonal uptrend in 


production, expected to reach a 
peak next month. 
Butter Advaaeee 
Butter advanced two cents a 
pound in many marketing cen­ 
ters. 
At the wholesale 
level, food 
prices were still climbing. The 
bun St Bradstreet wholesale food 
index rose to $7.21 from $7.17 last 
week and was only two per cent 
below the record high of . $7.36 
touched July 13, 1948. This index 
has not declined in any week 
since early last October, and now 
is 21 per cent over the level just 
prior to the Korean war. The in­ 
dex represents the total wholesale 
cost of one pound each of 31 gen­ 
eral use foods. 
The impact of the delay in meat 
shipments at many markets was 
expected to be eased somewhat by 
the arrival of the Lenten season. 
Lento food specials were being 
widely featured: Cheeses, maca­ 
roni, spaghetti and noddles, eggs, 
and flan. Supplies of salt-water fil­ 
lets in cold storage were reported 
30 per cent heavier than a year 
ago.

In keeping with a general trend 
fo und 
in 
elementary 
scho o ls 
thro ugho ut the co untry, science 
instructio n is receiving particular 
emphasis in the city’s scho o ls, it 
was revealed to day. 
The Science Study Co mmittee, 
which has met regularly since 
September, was o rganized to plan 
co ntent, o utline simple experi­ 
ments to demo nstrate scientific 
principles to elementary scho o l 
children, and to examine new sci­ 
ence materials. The co mmittee's 
reco mmendatio ns are passed o n 
fo r discussio n in lo cal faculty 
meetings and with administrative 
perso nnel, with a view to strength­ 
ening the science pro gram at the 
elementary scho o l level. 
The co mmittee was particularly 
active this fall o n the "Science 
Week-end" spo nso red by the lo cal

Ho use in the Catskills. Activities 
o ver the week-end included bird 
study, the study o f ro ck fo rma­ 
tio ns in the nearby area, planet 
study by means o f a po rtable tele­ 
sco pe lo aned by New Paltz State 
Teachers Co llege, and demo vptra- 
tio ns o f simple scientific experi­ 
ments. 
Science study by the city’s ele­ 
mentary scho o l teachers, it was 
further repo rted, has led to many 
interesting science activities fo r 
the children. 
These include sci­ 
ence trips In the immediate vicini­ 
ty, science films, and science co l­ 
lectio ns.

Elementary School 
Science Committee 
Seeks New Methods 
In keeping with a general trend 
found 
in 
elementary 
schools 
throughout the country, science 
Instruction is receiving particular 
emphasis in the city’s schools, It 
was revealed today. 
The Science Study Committee, 
which has met regularly since 
September, was organized to plan 
content, 
outline 
simple 
experi­ 
ments to demonstrate scientific 
principles to elementary school 
children, and to examine new sci­ 
en c e m a te ria ls . 
T h e c o m m itte e ’s 
recommendations are passed on 
for discussion in local faculty 
meetings and with administrative 
personnel, with a view to strength­ 
ening the science program at the 
elementary school level. 
The committee was particularly 
active this fall on the "Science 
Week-end” sponsored by the local 
American 
Childhood 
Education 
Association held at Deyo’s Guest 
House in the Catskills. Activities 
over the week-end included bird 
study, the study of rock forma­ 
tions in the nearby area, planet 
study by means of a portable tele­ 
scope loaned by New Paltz State 
Teachers College, and demotyttra­ 
tions of simple scientific experi­ 
ments. 
Science study by the city’s ele­ 
mentary school teachers, it was 
further reported, has led to many 
interesting science activities for 
the children. 
These include sci­ 
ence trips in the immediate vicini­ 
ty, science films, and science col­ 
lections. Simple experiments have 
been made possible by assembling 
science kits, as well as a variety 
of picture and reference material. 
Persons In the area, it was em­ 
phasized, have been very gener­ 
ous in sharing interesting science 
collections and experiences which 
they have had, with those in the 
classrooms.
